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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  i960. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Eston  Urban  District  Council : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  this  district  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  i960,  this  being  my 
first  Annual  Report. 

Following  a year  of  fair  prosperity,  with  an  average  summer  and 
a mild  winter,  it  is  disquieting  to  have  to  record  a rise  in  both  the 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  and  the  Death  Rate,  the  former  to  34.8  per  1,000 
live  births,  and  the  latter  to  11.3  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Both 
are  considerably  higher  than  last  year,  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
is  well  above  the  national  average.  Although  the  figures  are  small 
and  therefore  liable  to  considerable  fiuctuation,  it  calls  for  a detailed 
examination  of  the  causes  of  death  within  the  Urban  District.  This 
has  been  done  and  the  results  are  recorded  briefly  in  the  succeeding 
paragraphs. 

There  were  30  infant  deaths  during  the  year  which  was  ii  more 
than  in  the  previous  year.  In  the  first  week  of  life  14  died  from  causes 
such  as  prematurity,  birth  injuries  and  inherited  abnormalities  not 
obviously  connected  with  environment,  and  a further  6 died  of  similar 
causes,  having  survived  a few  weeks  longer.  Of  the  remaining  10 
four  died  of  asph5^a  due  to  the  inhalation  of  food — perhaps  the  result 
of  coughing  while  feeding,  and  the  other  6 died  of  Pneumonia. 

So  far  as  the  general  Death  Rate  is  concerned,  there  were  409 
deaths,  which  was  59  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  main 
causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease  125,  Cancer  79,  Pneumonia  and 
Bronchitis  55,  and  vascular  diseases  of  the  Central  Nervous  System  40. 
Detailed  study  of  the  death  certification  gives  the  additional  information 
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that  out  of  125  cases  of  Heart  Disease,  27  gave  Bronchitis  as  a secondary 
cause,  and  out  of  79  cases  of  Cancer,  the  lungs  or  bronchus  were 
involved  in  25  cases.  In  fact,  out  of  409  deaths,  the  respiratory 
system  was  implicated  in  117  cases.  This  although  not  strikingly 
different  from  the  figures  which  would  be  obtained  from  other  urban 
areas,  gives  a pointer  to  the  line  which  might  be  taken  to  improve  the 
health  of  the  people  within  the  limits  of  your  Urban  District. 

On  other  pages  of  the  report,  there  are  tables  showing  the  state 
of  the  atmosphere  in  the  area.  A casual  glance  at  these  figures  shows 
at  once  that  there  is  a serious  deterioration  in  comparison  v/ith  the 
previous  year.  Closer  investigation  shows  that  solids  deposited  at 
Cleveland  House,  the  far  end  of  Grangetown  and  the  Labour  Exchange, 
South  Bank,  for  instance,  are  increased  by  56%,  30.5%  and  36.7% 
respectively.  Even  in  the  most  favourable  situation,  in  Normanby, 
there  was  an  increase  of  12.4%  in  the  total  solids  deposited  during  the 
year. 


In  the  absence  of  other  obvious  causes  for  the  rise  in  the  Death 
Rate  during  the  year,  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  conjecture  a possible 
connection  with  this  very  obvious  deterioration  in  the  state  of  the  air 
we  breathe.  In  addition  to  the  smoke  in  the  Urban  District,  there 
is  probably  too  much  smoking,  but  unfortunately  no  figures  are 
available  to  show  this.  It  mmst  not  be  assumed  from  this  report  that 
the  area  is  grievously  unhealthy,  for  that  is  not  the  impression  it  is 
intended  to  convey.  What  is  required  is  a determined  and  sustained 
effort  to  improve  atmospheric  conditions,  not  only  to  catch  up  what 
was  lost  last  year,  but  to  make  a substantial  gain. 

I should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  and  thanks  to  Members  of 
the  Council  for  the  support  they  have  extended  to  me  during  the  year, 
and  to  the  Officials  of  the  Council  and  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  their  unfailing  co-operation.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  social  conditions  in  your  area 
during  the  year  beyond  those  noted  in  the  introductory  letter  to  this 
report.  Housing  is  of  course  the  crux  of  the  matter,  and  there  is  a 
natural  reluctance  on  the  part  of  private  owners  to  spend  much  on 
improvements  to  houses  situated  in  the  areas  where  atmospheric 
pollution  is  disagreeable.  There  is  still  a large  number  of  houses 
without  bathrooms  and  some  of  the  other  amenities  which  we  associate 
with  good  social  conditions. 
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Complete  co-operation  from  the  Housing  Manager  has  been 
extended  to  the  problem  of  rehousing  special  families  on  medical 
grounds  and  steady  progress  has  been  made  in  general  rehousing,  as 
will  be  seen  from  the  review  by  the  Housing  Manager  which  is  in- 
cluded in  this  report. 

Apart  from  the  deterioration  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  and  a 
tendency  for  very  young  infants  to  suffer  from  respiratory  trouble, 
the  health  of  infants  and  school  children  calls  for  no  special  comment. 
No  effort  has  been  spared  by  the  Health  Staff  to  maintain  and  improve 
the  health  of  mothers  and  children  in  the  area,  and  on  the  whole  it  has 
been  good  during  the  year.

LABORATORY  FACILITTES. 

As  in  previous  years,  these  are  provided  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Middlesbrough,  and  the  service  is  always  very  efficient. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  under  the  North  Riding  County 
Council  and  the  vehicles  are  based  at  Redcar  depot. 


NURSING  IN  THE  HOMES. 

The  Home  Nursing  and  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service  is  under 
the  general  direction  of  the  County  Council  with  the  day  to  day 
administration  under  the  control  of  the  Eston  Area  Local  Health 
Sub-Committee.  The  staff  employed  consists  of  8 Midwives,  6 
full-time  District  Nurses  and  3 relief  Nurses. 

During  the  year  the  Midwives  attended  421  births. 

During  the  year  the  District  Nurses  paid  17,546  visits. 
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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

Demands  for  domestic  help  during  the  year  have  been  heavy  and 
the  service  has  been  of  great  value  particularly  to  the  elderly  and  infirm, 
many  of  whom  would  require  institutional  treatment  if  this  service 
could  not  be  extended  to  them.  The  22  Domestic  Helps  available 
attended  192  cases  during  the  year.

The  origin  of  the  single  case  of  Para-typhoid  ‘ B ’ was  never 
discovered,  and  measures  taken  to  treat  the  other  child  carriers  in  the 
house  were  successful.  The  number  of  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery 
runs  parallel  with  a general  rise  in  this  infection  throughout  the 
country.  Measles  was  on  a scale  comparable  to  that  in  the  previous 
year.  It  had  mainly  nuisance  value  as  the  cases  were  not  very  severe. 
There  was  a gratifying  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 
notified  during  the  year. 


Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Polio- 
myelitis is  available  in  the  clinics  at  Normanby,  South  Bank  and 
Grangetown.  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  done  by  the  local 
practitioners.

4.  Overcrowding. 

No  survey  has  been  carried  out  in  post  war  years  but  the  present 
“ Points  Scheme  ” control  does  provide  for  those  applicants  living 
under  overcrowded  conditions  and  who  desire  a Council  House.  The 
general  position  to  date  shows  improvement  and  will  improve  still 
further  as  house  building  comes  more  to  the  fore  and  new  and  improved 
dwellings  are  erected  in  the  District.

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

24  appUcations  were  received  during  the  year.  In  each  case 
estimates  and  specifications  in  connection  with  works  ranking  for 
grant  and  works  of  repair  were  prepared  in  the  Department.  This  in 
my  opinion  is  the  only  method  which  provides  a true  final  check  and 
safeguards  the  Authority  against  shoddy  work  as  grant  can  be  withheld 
until  the  works  are  completed  satisfactorily.

CLEARANCE  AREAS. 

There  is  ample  scope  for  Clearance  Area  work  within  certain 
parts  of  your  District.  The  housing  shortage  appears  to  have  re- 
tarded progress  within  recent  years.  This  position  would  now  appear 
to  be  almost  remedied,  as  with  the  completion  of  the  “ Trunk  Sewer 
Scheme  ” more  land  in  your  District  will  be  available  for  housing 
development  and  thus  future  Clearance  Area  work  could  be  accelerated.

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Demolition  of  the  vacated  properties  was  commenced,  but  caused 
much  concern  to  the  Department  owing  to  the  long  period  taken  by  the 
Contractors  in  completing  the  task. 


WATER 

During  the  year  i8  samples  of  water  for  Bacteriological  Examina- 
tion were  obtained  from  user  points  in  your  District.  i6  proved 
satisfactory.  In  addition  regular  sampling  from  source  and  user 
points  is  carried  out  by  the  personnel  of  the  Tees  Valley  Water 
Board  who  have  forwarded  the  following  information  : — 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
during  the  year  i960.  Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw  water 
are  carried  out  approximately  weekly  and  the  filtered  water  supply  is 
examined  as  it  leaves  the  works  and  at  various  points  in  the  distribution 
system.  Over  50  samples  per  month  of  the  treated  water  were  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  the  results  showed  the  supply 
to  be  of  satisfactory  purity  throughout  the  year. 

The  supply  to  Eston  is  from  Long  Newton  Reservoir  where  the 
Lartington  Gravitation  water  is  mixed  with  one  third  of  its  own 
volume  of  water  from  the  River  Tees  derived  supply. 

The  treatment  of  the  Lartington  Gravitation  Supply  consists  of 
slow  sand  filtration  followed  by  treatment  with  ammonia  and  chlorine. 
The  River  Tees  derived  supply  is  clarified  by  coagulation  methods 
followed  by  rapid  gravity  filtration  and  pH  adjustment.  Sterilisation 
with  chlorine  completes  the  treatment. 

The  water  leaving  Long  Newton  Reservoir  is  filtered  through 
microstrainers,  which  consist  of  revolving  drums  of  stainless  steel  wire 
mesh  with  160,000  apertures  to  the  square  inch,  and  then  re-chlorinated 
before  passing  into  supply. 

Summaries  of  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  for  the  River 
Tees  derived  supply  and  the  Lartington  Gravitation  supply  are 
appended,  together  with  a summary  sheet  showing  the  chemical 
characteristics  of  the  blended  water  leaving  Long  Newton  Reservoir.

33  visits  were  made  by  the  staff  relative  to  complaints  of  obstructions 
and  pollution  of  streams  and  stagnant  water.

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SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 


All  residential  and  business  properties  in  your  district  are 
provided  with  water  closets.  With  the  building  of  new  houses 
approximately  200  additional  water  closets  were  installed  this  year 
which  makes  a total  of  approximately  10,935  for  the  whole  area. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

Two  new  Public  Conveniences  have  recently  been  constructed  in 
your  area.  Both  are  of  the  ground  level  type  and  cater  for  both  sexes. 
There  is  still  a need  for  public  convenience  provision  at  Normanby  and 
whilst  this  particular  scheme  has  proved  most  difficult  it  would  appear 
that  successful  finalisation  of  this  scheme  is  somewhat  nearer  at  the 
time  of  writing. 

The  policy  of  “ Free  Use  ” in  connection  with  all  public  con- 
veniences has  apparently  justified  itself.  Damage  is  much  reduced 
since  penny  in  the  slot  locks  have  been  removed  from  the  doors.

General. 

Your  Authority  have  been  most  concerned  during  the  year  with 
emissions  arising  from  Iron  and  Steel  processing.  The  deposit  gauge 
results  tabulated  herewith  indicate  increased  deposits  at  all  gauge  sites. 

Sulphur  compounds  show  an  increase  at  Cleveland  House  (Coke 
Oven  Practice)  and  Crossbeck  Convent  (Domestic  Pollution). 

A preliminary  survey  has  been  carried  out  in  connection  with  a 
small  smoke  control  area  comprising  approximately  500  council  houses. 
This,  when  confirmed  will  act  as  a nucleus  from  which  to  expand  in 
this  particular  field. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

There  are  no  licensed  sites  within  the  area.  Travelling  nomads 
encamp  in  the  Flatts  Lane  area  of  your  district  and  in  connection  with 
the  moving  on  of  these  people  42  visits  of  inspection  were  required. 
Their  stay  resulted  in  rubbish  and  litter  in  quantity  being  left  to  spoil 
the  beautiful  woodland.  This  in  itself  justifies  that  these  people  be 
kept  on  the  move.  In  cases  of  difficulty  Police  assistance  is  readily 
available. 


DISINFESTATION. 

This  work  is  carried  out  on  a part  time  basis  by  the  Rodent 
Operator. 

During  the  year  15 1 treatments  were  carried  out  at  Domestic 
Premises  whilst  33  treatments  took  place  at  Industrial  Undertakings. 

It  would  appear  that  infestations  today  are  chiefly  of  the  cockroach 
family.  Infestations  of  bugs  and  fleas  are  a rarity.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  this  age  of  prosperity  with  better  homes,  new  furniture  and  easy 
modes  of  cleansing,  all  so  readily  available,  have  contributed  in  no 
small  measure  to  the  higher  standards  of  hygiene  enjoyed  by  the 
majority  of  citizens  within  your  township. 
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Bug  and  flea  infestations  have  been  found  to  exist  in  the  huts  and 
cabins  of  the  industrial  undertakings,  and  in  this  connection  the 
Department  has  been  able  to  provide  a most  useful  service.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  nett  cost  of  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 
per  I5OOO  premises  amounted  to  £1,764  or  approximately  SJd.  per 
week  per  premises.  A reasonable  charge  for  having  the  waste  removed 
from  each  premises  once  per  week  and  disposed  of  in  a hygienic 
manner  for  the  purpose  of  land  reclamation. 


Refuse  Disposal. 

The  second  School  Playing  Field  Project  adjoining  Beech  Grove 
School,  South  Bank,  undertaken  for  the  North  Riding  County  Council 
Education  Authority  was  completed  early  in  i960. 

Arrangements  were  then  put  into  being  for  your  refuse  to  be 
disposed  of  on  a site  subjected  to  tidal  flow  of  the  Tees  Conservancy 
Commissioners  at  Teesport.  This  necessitated  a longer  haul  but  the 
final  outcome  will  be  recovery  of  useful  land  and  economical  disposal 
of  your  Authority’s  refuse  for  a number  of  years. 

Salvage. 

In  i960  your  Authority  agreed  to  provide  a mechanical  baling 
machine  and  approved  payment  of  additional  incentive  bonus  for  the 
workmen  concerned  in  salvage  collection.  The  results  achieved  have 
justified  this  action.  An  average  of  20  Tons  of  waste  paper  per  month  is 
now  collected.  The  increased  bonus  has  created  an  interest  in  the 
collection  of  salvage  which  is  more  worth  while  than  it  finding  its  way 
into  the  tip  as  waste  material. 
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Your  Authority  continue  to  hold  a contract  with  Messrs.  Thames 
Board  Mills  Ltd.  to  whom  all  waste  paper  collections  are  despatched. 

Street  Sweeping. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  manual  labour  and  two  street  sweeper 
collector  machines.  The  machines  are  employed  in  the  main  on 
County  Roads  and  Housing  Estates  whilst  manual  sweeping  is  employed 
in  the  built  up  areas  of  your  townships. 

The  older  machine  was  purchased  in  1952  whilst  the  latest  machine 
was  obtained  in  1959.  It  will  be  advisable  for  you  to  consider  replace- 
ment of  the  older  machine  when  preparing  the  1962-63  estimates. 

Litter  Bins. 

Advantage  was  taken  of  a “ Free  Litter  Bin  ” service  to  provide 
60  bins  at  strategic  points  within  your  District,  but  the  bins  are  not 
used  wholeheartedly  as  one  one  would  like.  The  position  is  to  be 
kept  under  review  and  further  bins  will  be  provided  as  and  when 
required. 

Snow  Removal  and  Gritting. 

The  winter  was  rather  mild  and  snowfall  was  slight,  but  frosts  did 
necessitate  the  salting  and  gritting  of  the  highways. 

Refuse  collection  on  a weekly  basis  was  maintained  and  defrosting 
work  was  carried  out,  either  in  working  hours  by  street  sweeping 
personnel,  or  as  overtime,  by  men  of  the  Department  experienced  in 
this  work. 


FACTORIES. 

87  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  Factories  in  your  Disitrict, 
and  at  16  Factories  defects  were  found  to  exist  and  these  were  remedied 
by  informal  action.

Three  Private  Slaughterhouses  are  licensed  by  your  Authority 
for  the  slaughtering  of  animals  within  your  Area.  These  slaughter- 
houses are  small  and  by  no  means  cater  for  the  meat  requirements  of 
your  District.  However  the  butchers  concerned  prefer  to  kill  their 
own  meat,  thereby  being  privileged  to  practise  their  craft,  and  I may 
add  that  each  produces  dressed  carcases  which,  to  me,  appear  far 
superior  in  quality  and  appearance  to  those  purchased  on  the  hook. 

227  visits  were  made  to  Slaughterhouses  for  the  purpose  of  Meat 
Inspection  and  the  appended  tables  indicate  the  number  of  carcases 
inspected,  with  details  as  to  meat  condemmed.

Ice  Cream. 

Most  of  the  Food  Shops  in  the  District  are  selling  pre-packed 
Ice  Cream.  This  is  refrigerator  stored  and  suitable  hand  washing 
facihties  are  available.  These  two  factors  must  be  complied  with 
before  your  Committee  are  recommended  to  grant  registration. 

During  the  year  17  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  obtained  and  sub- 
mitted for  Bacteriological  Analysis,  the  results  being  as  follows  : —

Bakehouses. 

The  total  number  of  Bakehouses  registered  with  your  Authority 
is  II.  27  inspections  were  carried  out  in  the  year  and  all  premises 
were  found  to  be  conducted  satisfactorily. 
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Fish  Shops. 

12  visits  of  inspection  were  carried  out  to  Fish  Frying  and  Wet 
Fish  Shop  premises  within  your  District.  At  two  of  the  premises 
preparation  rooms  were  found  to  need  cleansing  and  redecorating.  This 
work  was  carried  out  by  the  occupiers  on  receipt  of  verbal  instruction. 
The  remaining  premises  were  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner. 


Markets. 

The  South  Bank  open  Market  continued  to  flourish  and  was  well 
attended  each  Friday.  The  open  Market  at  Grangetown  continued 
to  be  held  each  Saturday.  The  latter  is  a small  market  comprised 
mainly  of  fruit  and  vegetable  vendors. 

Market  receipts  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1961,  amounted 
to  £1,143  2s.  6d.  Expenditure  amounted  to  £1,124  15s*  2d.  and 
this,  whilst  appearing  high,  is  mainly  accounted  for  in  labour  costs. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  65  premises  registered  for  the  purpose  of  Milk 
distribution  in  your  District.  The  majority  of  these  are  of  the 
“ General  Dealer  ” type  who  are  retailing  bottled  milks  and  hold 
“ Dealers’  Licences  ” issued  by  your  Authority.  The  majority  of  the 
milk  consumed  in  your  District  is  “ Pasteurised  ” whilst  a small 
amount  of  “ Sterihsed  ” and  “ Tubercuhn  Tested  Farm  Bottled  ” is 
retailed. 

Sampling. 

During  the  year,  30  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  and  submitted 
for  Bacteriological  Analysis  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.

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Mobile  Shops. 

The  advent  of  Housing  Estates  has  brought  into  popularity  the 
Mobile  Shop.  These,  in  so  far  as  your  District  are  concerned  are 
selling  almost  all  commodities  and  foodstuffs,  with  a door  to  door  sales 
service,  so  as  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  average  housewife. 

The  nature  of  the  commodities  offered  for  sale  demands  that  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  be  strictly  enforced  and  in  this  connection, 
vans  of  this  t5^pe  are  inspected  as  frequently  as  possible.  No  serious 
infringements  were  observed  during  i960,  but  in  all  cases  storage  of 
^Dodstuffs  in  the  vans  overnight  was  discouraged  and  proper  food 
storage  demanded.  In  the  case  of  perishable  foodstuffs  refrigerators 
were  provided  in  the  storerooms. 

In  all,  some  17  vans  are  regularly  touring  your  Housing  Estates 
and  this  type  of  trading  has  come  to  stay.  I am  of  opinion  however 
that  registration  of  all  food  vans  by  the  local  authority  is  a must  so  as 
to  provide  a demanded  standard  for  van  hygiene,  and  van  construction 
before  registration  can  be  granted. 

However,  for  the  present,  regular  and  frequent  inspection  of  these 
food  vans  must  continue. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

Your  Authority  continued  to  employ  a Rodent  Operator  on  a part 
time  basis.  During  the  year  218  private  premises  and  55  business 
premises  were  treated.  The  latter  was  chargeable  work  calculated  on  a 
time  and  materials  basis. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  31st  March,  1961,  two  maintenance 
treatments  were  carried  out  to  the  Public  Sewers  in  the  District  and 
records  indicate  that  infestations  occurring  therein  were  of  a minor 
character. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  PREVENTION. 

229  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  control  of  Infectious 
Diseases.  The  homes  of  aU  notified  cases  were  visited  and  where 
necessary  terminal  disinfections  carried  out. 
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PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS. 


The  Public  Swimming  Baths  were  completed  and  opened  to  the 
public  1st  November,  i960.  Information  in  connection  with  this 
building  has  been  obtained  from  Mr.  Cameron  the  Baths  Superinten- 
dent to  whom  thanks  are  tendered. 

The  building  consists  of  two  swimming  pools,  slipper  baths  for 
each  sex  and  a cafe.  Details  of  the  svv^imming  pools  are  as  under  : — 

1.  Main  Pool. 

Length  no  feet.  Breadth  42  feet.  Depth  ranging  from 
3 feet  to  12  feet  6 inches.  Water  capacity  220,000  gallons. 

2.  Learners’  Pool. 

Length  45  feet.  Breadth  20  feet.  Depth  ranging  from 
2 feet  6 inches  to  3 feet  6 inches.  Water  capacity  17,000 
gallons. 

Water  is  obtained  from  the  main  supply  of  the  water  undertakers 
for  the  District,  namely  : The  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water 
Board. 

The  water  from  both  swimming  pools  is  pressure  filtered  at  the 
rate  of  60,000  gallons  per  hour  and  all  water  is  completely  changed 
once  every  4 hours. 

Sterilisation  is  carried  out  by  chlorination  on  the  “ Breakpoint 
Principle  ” and  bacteriological  samples  of  the  swimming  bath  water  are 
obtained  adjoining  the  inlet  and  outlet  points  of  both  baths  at  regular 
intervals.  The  results  of  sampling  up  to  time  of  writing  have  proved 
to  be  satisfactory  and  it  is  the  intention  to  report  upon  these  in  more 
detail  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1961. 

The  attendance  figures  for  swimming  during  the  last  two  months 
of  the  year  under  review  were  as  follows  :-~-

This  is  most  gratifying  and  must  be  a source  of  satisfaction  to  those 
Authority  representatives  who  have  diligently  pursued  the  policy  of 
“ Swimming  facilities  for  Eston  ” over  the  past  few  years. 
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
